BK It luiowii that I, the subscriber ob¬
tained loiters patent in December, 1851, for

.an apparatus lor (he destructive distillation ot
wood, and the making therefrom of tar or pitch at
pleasure, and gas; and that in the judgment ot
competent persona the invention of mo appar-
tus recently patented by W. D. Porter cannot t>e
used by him or any other person without infring¬
ing my said patent. Anu, further, that what ts

patented by said Porter rightfully belongs to me.
as 1 expect to prove ere long before the United
States Patent Office and, further, that the use of
Said Porter's invention involves also a processwhich I am noW claiming before the United States
Patent Office, and which has been adjudged to be
patentable to the first inventor thereof, and which
said W.D. Porter has formally disclaimed, as ap¬
pears upon the public records ot said office, ol
which an official copy is hereto annexed, and also
a copy of his claims.

In the National Intelligencer of the 25th instant
Mr. Porter announces thai he has secured by
patent the "exclusive right to making gas from
wood," and threatens prosecution to all parlies
infringing his patent. I ask how this statement
comports with the fact of my patent of December,
1851, and how far the threat can intimidate under
such circumstancest Mr. Porter's claim is based
upon a movable perforated diaphragm, and was
so understood by the Patent Office, as it appears
from the records of the Patent Office that his
claim was at first refused as interfering with a

prior patent to Robert Foulis, of Canada, for an
equivalent contrivance. This claim, as given ba-
low, and in which the perferated diaphragm is the
saving clause, is what Mr. Porter calls securing
the "exclusive right to making gas from wood.
The statement carries absurdity on its front, and
is a libel on the good sense of the Patent Office
If such a claim or right had been granted, it would
forbid every coai-kiln and charcoal manufactory
in the country.
The following copies of correspondence and

extracts from the records of the Patent Office will
show the trua state of the ease:

siveTight of viuiing gas from wottd. It would,
however, be unjustiliahle to expect me to make
nu extended investigation to answar your re¬

quest.

i - A MORMON FROLIC.
We have received from Lieut. Mowry,of Col.

Steptoo'd command, the Deseret News, giving
un account of affairs among the saints. A
legislative party was given oo New Year's day,
iu honor of Judge Kinney, Col. Stoptoe, and
¦other civil and military officers of the United
Stales. It was quite extensive, and included
dancing, singing, dinner, supper, praying, and
preaching, but no rum. Gov. Young was ab¬
sent, on account of ill health, but sent his apol¬
ogy and a blessing. President Kimball, who-
seems to be a plain spoken gentlptnau, called
the company to order and delivered to them the
following opening lecture:

" It was understood that this partr was got
up by the Governor and Legislative Assembly,and we want to set an example worthy of imita-
tion.foi generations to come, to keep good or¬
der; and when there is dancing and music
playing, no conversation nor disorder, but every
inan behave like 9 gentleman, and every ladylike a lady. Do not wish any of the gentlemen
or ladies to go down to the lower room, until
they aro invited. We do not wish whisky or
brandy to be brought to this party, and desire
that none who are invited here should go out
and get it; if this is done, we will consider it
an insult. This is a total abstinence party;that is, the total abstinence of all spirituousliquors. We will introduce the cold water sys¬tem until the table, then tea aRd coffee, if youplease. The room where you came in is the
ante-room; gentlemen and ladies will there
wait on you, lor wc wish perfect order and per¬fect harmony, that the angels who are sent to
administer to us, and in connection with whom
we hold the keys, may be well pleased with us,aud touch us all with the power of God, that
we may act well our parts, and that our musi¬
cians may be touched with an holy touch, that
their instruments may inspire and exalt our
feelings. We will dedicate this party, our¬
selves, and the music to the Lord. If tliede
are your feelings, hold up your right hands to
heaven, and say aye, (which was unanimouslydone.) No person has been invited here whose
name was not on the list. This is the order of
the Governor. His health is poor, and he does
not know that he can come here, but I wish
him remembered in our prayers, that God maytouch him with an holy touch, for 1 desire that
he shall be here to see us during this evening.The gentlemen, with their ladies, who are
strangers to you, will be duly introduced."
The bill of fare displayed a tempting assort¬

ment of good things. The reporter of the De¬
seret Xetcs, who is somewhat warm in his de¬
scription, and not very particular in his gram¬
mar, says:

" The several coursoti were announced byringing of the bell. The waiters, who were
stents, were all uniformed alike.having white
jackets and uprons, with black pants, and, al¬
though the courses, dishes, and dainties, pn>sented 011 the occasion, called forth the wonder
and admiration of all present, especially the
strangers, yet it in no ways superseded the
taste, skill, magnificence, and ingenuity, dis¬
played in fitting yp the apartment for the occa¬
sion.

table the musicjoined."President Kimball then called the remain¬
ing audience to attention and introduced Mr.

Mortality Among Btchflori.

Probably the largest numW of large fish ever
made by a single haul of the seine was made
in the Patuxcnt river on Sunday week. It seems
almost incredible, but such is the fact, that
twenty-six hundred large rock fish were drawn
to the shore; the aggregate weight of whi.h
was twenty five thousand pounds, Or twelve
and a half tons. When they were ready to be
taken to market, two small vessels were pro¬vided, both of which were filled, one for this
city, and the other for Philadelphia.

History of tlie American W«f«
Xhe firat colors spokeu ol in connection with

the American Revolution were significantly
enough called " Union Flags." No account
is given of the devils upon them. They are

frequently spoken of in the newspapers it
m l-

. 1 .L *

The Connecticut troops fixed upon their
drums in 1775, the motto Qrti Ttanstuht Siif
tinnet, around it in letters of gold, literally
" God, who transplants us hither, will suppoit
us." This was the motto. Each regiment waa
distinguished by its color-.blue, orange, 4c.

July 18, 1776, General Israel Putnam.glo¬
rious "Old Put".unfurled a Hag at Canr-
bridge, Massachusetts, on the joyful occasic n
of the reception in that town of the Declara¬
tion of Independence, bearing the motto on
each side, " An appeal of Heaven,'/ and on U e

other, " Qui TratistuHt Sustind." This fleg
waa flung to the breeze amid the roar of can¬

non, ana the shouts of the people. It is stid
at the time that " the Philistines on Buoker'a
Hill heard the cheers of the Israelitee (Iararl
Putnam,) and being fearful,paraded themselvea
in battle array." The flag was a red one.th®
signal of defiance or battle since the days of
the Romans.

In September, 1T55, Colonel Moultrie un¬
furled a Urge blue flag, with a crescent in one

oorner. This was the first American flag dis¬
played in South Carolina, and was used at the
taking of Fort Johnstown, on James Island.
The crescent is the emblem of sovereignty.
A standard, with a white ground, a pine-tree

in the middle, and the motto, " Appeal to
Heaven" was adopted in October, 1785, as the
tlag of of the floating batteries.
On January 2,1776, the day that gave birth

to the new American army.the tlag desig¬
nated as The Great Union Standard, was
hoisted. This was the basis of that of the pres¬
ent day.

In 1776 was adopted the standard to be ustd
by the coinmaudcr-in-chief of the American
navy, "being a lively representation of tLe
rattlesnake in the middle, in the attitude of
Striking." Underneath were the words, "Don't
tread on me."
The same year the crusicrs of the Colony of

Massachusetts hoisted a white flag,with a green
pine-tree, and the motto, " Appeal to Heaven

July 1-1, 1777, Congress passed the following
resolution :

llesolved, That the flag of the thirteen United
States be thirteen stripes, alternately red and
white, that the union be thirteen stars, in a blue
field, representing a new constitution.

This was the origin of the national flag of
the United States.the glorious "Stars and
Stripes".which have proudly waved since that
day over many of the greatest victories cf
modern times; that stirs the blood of every'
true hearted citizen whenever or wherever he
beholds it floating on the breeze.that waves in
every part of the world, and that is everywhere
respected, on sea and on shore.
The above resolution was made public Sep¬tember 2, 1777. According to Colonel Trum¬

bull, the flag made in pursuance of it was Grst
used at the surrender of Uurgoyne, October 18,
of the same year. This was a glorious begin¬
ning, truly, tor this was one of the most impor¬
tant victoria of the American arms during the
Revolution.
The first chp> 0e in the national colors was

directed under the following enactment of Con¬
gress, adopted January 13, 1794.
Be it enacted, dcn That from and after the

first day of May, 1795, the flag of the United
States be fifteei stripes, alternate red and white.
That the union be fifteen stars, with a blue
field.

This was the Hag of the United States dur¬
ing the war of 1812-14.

In 1798 the Hag of the United States was
a^ain altered. On the suggestion of Hon. Mr.
Wendover of New York, a return was made to
the thirteen stripes, as it was anticipated that
the flag would become uuwieldy if a atrjpe was^lidded on the admission of each State, and
moreover, by the plan proposed, the Union of
the old thirteen States, as the number of States
composing the Union, would be represented by
the flag of the United States. Mr. Wendover
also propoaed the arrangement of all the stars
in the union into the form of a siugle Btar.
The resolution of 1818 was as follows:
Resolved, That, from aud after the 4th dayof July next, the flag of the United States be

thirteen horizontal stripes, alternate white and
red. That the union be twenty stars, white, in
a blue field.
And that, on the admission of a new State

into the Union, one star be added to the union
of the flag; and that such addition should take
effect on the tth of July succeeding the admis¬
sion.
The flag planted on the Natioual Palace in

the city ot Mexico had thirty stars in the union.
It is now deposited in the Department Of State
at Washington.
The union of the flag of the United States

now contains thirty-one stars.

A CuRtoaiTT..We are informed that the old
sulphur springs, which a few years ago was lo¬
cated in the bed of Falling Run, near the old
bridge on the lower Vincennea road, but which
f >r the last few years had disappeared, broke
out yesterday about two hundred feet np the
side of the knob, just above the place where
some years ago some of our citizens were l»or-
ing for salt water or coal. The water, which
in times past was of a slight bluish tinge, has
( hanged color with the change of location, and
is now of deep lilac color and rnoir stronglytinctured with medical qualities than formerly.The stream it issues from the spring, i* rained
to the height of some three and a half feet, and
presents a beautiful appearance. It is well
worth a visit, to view this wonderful freak of
nature.

Iodine.
Iodine derives its nnmo from iotlo*, a Greek

word signifying "violet-colored," but the tran¬
scendent beauty of the color of its vapor re¬

quires further elucidation than 'simply saying
that it has a "violet-hue." If a little iodine be
placet! on a hot tile, it rises into a magnificent
dense vapor, fit for the last scene of a theatrical
representation. This remarkable substance was
discovered by accident about forty years ago.
At that period ehemical philosophy waa in great
repute, owing principally to the brillinnt dis¬
coveries of Sir llumpnery Davy. So singular a
substance as iodine was to Davy a source of in¬
finite pleasure. He studied its nature and pro¬
perties with ftie fondueas and seal of a child at
a puzzle map. His great aim was to prove its
compound nature; but in 'his he failed; and to
this day it is believed to be one of the primi¬
tive 'V.ements" of the world we live in.
